Item for Discussion and Receipt of Information Only 

 

I. The next item of business was discussion and receipt of information about the Education and Cultural 

 Subcommittee’s study of First Steps to School Readiness.  The Education and Cultural Subcommittee 

 consists of Representative Clary, Representative Jefferson, Representative Stringer, and Representative 

 Smith who serves as chair.   

 

 On April 12, 2016, Representative Smith provided notification that a study of First Steps to School 

 Readiness was available for consideration by the full committee.  Representative Smith provided an 

 overview of the subcommittee’s study.  Topics addressed include: the number of families served; the 

 statewide readiness assessment; performance of First Steps programs at both the state and local levels; 

 agency finances; private and public 4K program performance and needs; and agency recommendations 

 for changes to the law.  Representative Smith noted that the recommendations were adopted in concept 

 and requested the full committee consider them in concept as well.  The Subcommittee study, which 

 includes a summary of these recommendations, is available online. 

 

 Representative Smith answered questions from various members.  The following members had 

 questions or comments about the BabyNet program, South Carolina’s interagency early invention 

 system for infants and toddlers under three years of age with developmental delays, or who have 

 conditions associated with developmental delays: Representative Funderburk; Representative Clary;   
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 Representative Putnam; Representative Walt McLeod; Representative Felder; and Representative 

 Finlay.  Representative Smith asked that staff provide the full committee with materials relating to 

 BabyNet.  Chairman Newton had questions about assessment tools relating to First Steps which were 

 addressed by Representative Smith and Representative Stringer.     

 

Discussion of Administrative Matters 

 

I. The next item of business was discussion of administrative matters.  There was a brief discussion on the 

status of oversight studies and post study evaluation surveys to agencies.   

 

 Chairman Newton informed the committee that the 2016 Annual Restructuring Reports from agencies 

had been placed online.  Also, posted online is a list of those agencies that did and did not provide 

restructuring recommendations.  Chairman Newton noted the valuable feedback received from agencies 

about these reports and noted the committee’s ongoing efforts to work with the Executive Budget 

Office, which included discussion of possibly expanding the annual accountability report to obtain 

information of interest to the committee. 

 

 Additionally, Chairman Newton noted that the subcommittees have, or will hold in April, entry meeting 

with the next five agencies identified for study: Department of Agriculture, Department of Health and 

Environmental Control; Law Enforcement Training Council/Criminal Justice Academy; Department of 

Archives and History; and the Retirement System Investment Commission.  Also, it was noted that the 

committee will solicit input from the public about these agencies through a public survey available in the 

month of May.  Additionally, in the month of May, these five agencies will receive program evaluation 

report guidelines.
